The details of those worldviews in the current world is as follows. 
Naturalistic Worldview: 


Naturalistic worldview, in philosophy is a theory that relates scientific method to philosophy by 
affirming that all beings and events in the universe (whatever their inherent character may be) 
are natural. Consequently, all knowledge of the universe falls within the pale of scientific 


investigation. 
Creationist Worldview: 


Creationist Worldview is the religious belief that nature, and aspects such as 

the universe, Earth, life, and humans, originated with supernatural acts of divine creation. In its 
broadest sense, creationism includes a continuum of religious views, which vary in their 
acceptance or rejection of scientific explanations such as evolution that describe the origin and 


development of natural phenomena. 
Pantheistic Worldview: 


Pantheism, the doctrine that the universe conceived of as a whole is God and, conversely, that 
there is no God but the combined substance, forces, and laws that are manifested in the existing 


universe. 


This worldview is different in its perceive than polytheistic worldview with the exception of a 


response to Semitic religions. 
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Polytheistic Worldview: 


Polytheism, the belief in many gods. Polytheism characterizes virtually all religions other than 
Judaism, Christianity, and Islam, which share a common tradition of monotheism, the belief in 


one God. In a nutshell, this worldview entails a worship of more than one deities. 
Nihilistic Worldview: 


Nihilism is the belief that all values are baseless and that nothing can be known or 
communicated. It is often associated with extreme pessimism and a radical skepticism that 
condemns existence. A true nihilist would believe in nothing, have no loyalties, and no purpose 


other than, perhaps, an impulse to destroy. 
Communistic Worldview: 


Communism, is a philosophical, social, political, and economic ideology and movement whose 
goal is the establishment of a communist society, namely a socioeconomic order structured upon 
the ideas of common or social ownership of all property and the absence of social 

classes, money, and the state.” Communism is a specific, yet distinct, form of socialism. 
Communists agree on the withering away of the state but disagree on the means to this end, 
reflecting a distinction between a more libertarian approach of communization, revolutionary 
spontaneity, and workers' self-management, and a more vanguardist or Communist party-driven 


approach through the development of a constitutional socialist state. 
Scientific Worldview: 


Stripped to its minimum, a scientific worldview consists strictly of falsifiable components. Such 
a worldview, based solely on ideas that can be tested with empirical observation, conforms to the 


highest levels of objectivity but is severely limited in utility. 
Atheistic Worldview: 


An atheist denies the existence of God. As it is frequently said, atheists believe that it is false that 


God exists, or that God's existence is a speculative hypothesis of an extremely low order of

Worldviews are interpretive frameworks or a collection of presuppositions about the basic 
constitution of reality that provide the foundation for people's lives, whether they are held 
consciously or unconsciously. Religious ideals can be unique to a particular religion or it can be 
universal too. Religious values are decreasing in the industrialised world, but they continue to 
govern individual and collective action and behaviour in developing countries where people 
generally remain insecure. Although individuals have had religious worldviews from the 
beginning of time, it wasn't until the late 1800s that an intentional attempt was made to build and 
display such worldviews in order to contradict more secular worldviews. Religions, were deemed 
to be better able to withstand the onslaught of secularisation and industrialisation if they 
presented themselves as worldviews. Since then, the idea of presenting religions as worldviews 
has gained traction, and a few Protestant scriptural endeavour has created hundredsof articles, 


books, seminars, and workshops that cover practically all major religious worldviews. 
Worldview 


The term "worldview" encompasses a wide range of views and ideals that influence both 
private and public decisions and actions. It acknowledges alternative viewpoints outside of 
conventional faiths and opposes confining matters of faith to traditional religions or the private 
sphere. It also debunks the prevalent misconception that people who claim no religious 
connection likewise claim no faith. Ethics, religion, philosophy, scientific views, and so on are 
all examples of worldview. A metanarrative that connects all of the concepts of origin, purpose, 
and destiny is frequently used to present a world view. Individuals’ cultural experiences, 
familial interactions, religious experiences, education, challenging personal experiences, social 
connections, and societal expectations all contribute to their development. Every worldview 
has a set of beliefs that must be adhered to some degree. Individuals are occasionally shocked 
by what they truly believe because they are not always conscious of their views. When a person 


is presented with challenging or changing circumstances, for example, many components of 


their belief system may become more plainly displayed, even questioned. That person may then 
feel obliged to make sense of a personal reality that is spinning out of control, leading to the 
consolidation, modification, or rejection of that person’s worldview. 

Islamic Worldview 

In religious education, the term “worldview” is frequently used to describe a person’s 
Perspective on life, the world, and humanity. As a result, the term “religion” is a subclass of 
“worldview.” A religion or religious worldview recognises reasons for existence that cannot be 
Discovered via “ordinary” experiences or scientific investigation. A person’s worldview
